n Noy. 7th Dubuque 
County voters will be 
able to cast their vote on 


the issue of jail expansion. The 
bond issue requires 60 percent 
of Voter approval to pass. 

Dubuque County has already 
Set aside $ 3.5 million for the 
Project. The total cost for the 
€xpansion is estimated at $8.9 
million. The expansion includes 
Property acquisition, demolition 
of some buildings, construction, 
and additional staffing. The 
County would borrow $4 million 
and a Preliminary analysis 
Fevealed the project would cost 
Property owners 21 cents per 
$1,000 in taxable value each 
year for 10 years, 

Lt. McTague of the Dubuque 
County Police Department, who 


said he personally favors the 
project, said, "I feel that the 
community seems to be resistant 
to all projects which require a 
tax increase." McTague also said 
the Police Department has really 
been promoting the project with 
an open house, flyers, pam- 
phlets, and radio spots. 

According to the group 
Citizens for Dubuque 
City/County Jail Expansion, a 
home with a $100,000 assessed 
value and $54,852 taxable value 
would be assessed and addition- 
al $11.51 per year to fund the 
jail. 

Taxpayers should also be aware 
that $180,000 was spent in 2000 
to house inmates ‘in facilities 
other than the Dubuque County 
Jail due to lack of space.

on jail expansion? 


Iowa State Public Defender 
Tom Goodman says he realizes 
the need for more space, but 
questions the amount of space 
being proposed. "I'm concerned 
about whether other options 
have been explored for this proj- 
ect, and if what they are propos- 
ing is the best solution," he said. 

Proponents say defendants wait 
up to 10 months to serve their 
jail sentences because there is no 
room for them in the jail. There 
is also a problem of overcrowd- 
ing. The current jail has a 46-bed 
capacity while the average daily 
inmate population is close to 62 
per day. 

Kat Leibold, YWCA Domestic 
Violence Program counselor 
said," A larger jail will allow the 
criminal justice system to con- 


sistently reinforce perpetrators." 

The expansion design includes 
104 beds of minimum-security 
jail space. A short-term juvenile 
holding facility and a juvenile 
courtroom will also be included. 

There has been some local con- 
cern about the demolition of 
Structures with historic back- 
ground. “Dubuque seems to be 
slowly tearing down its historic 
buildings instead of preserving 
those that add color to our 
city,’said city researcher Mary 
Bichell. 

The new two-story structure 
would be located north of the 
existing center on Central 
Avenue. The jail addition has 
been designed to accommodate 
an additional story if necessary. 


History professor Mike 
Anderson said of the results,
